Judge AV. H. Kcroper, of Topekn, Kansas, who is n guest at 


tho home of 5Ir. W. M. Briggs, presides over one of the most re- 
markable, and we feel we could say, the best court ever devised 
for the cheap and expeditions administering of justice 
and 
the 


prevcnlion of oppression of the poor. 


The tribunal in called the Small Dcblors court and Us primary 


purpose ia the settling of small financial disputes nnd the 
collec- 


tion of debts by persons too poor to pay counsel, or where all thn 
debt and more would he taken for Ibo hire. 
Tho only official con- 


nected with the court is the judge, who gets no salary or pay of 
any sort and who can charge neither fee nor coat, and no lawyer 
or jury is allowed to intervene. 


The judge informally takes tho evidence, weighs it and gives 


the verdict himself. Kb Sanders complains hn has "worked off and 
on" for Bill Steclc, who refuses to pay him n balance due. Stccle, 
is notified by verbal notice, telephone, or letter of the 
claim to 


come in on n certain day, meet Sanders face to fuoc and "thrush 
it out", the judge acting as mediator.

About, nineteen out of twenty times a con- 


clusion and settlement arc reached that are satisfactory nil nround. 
The court has been in operation about, two years, n little less. In 
that time Judge Kempcr has heard -1% cases 
or disputes, 
the 


amounts involved running from 20 eouls to 20 dollars, the average 
claim being $5.21. The court can issue nn execution, hut its find- 
ings have practically the same legal cll'ccl us ;i judgment and the 
finding can be certified to a regular court, whore full faith and 
credit is given it, and the ordinary legal methods arc put in oper- 
ation to enforce and make it effective. 


The strong points in favor of this tribunal HIT llint. it costs the 


person with a small claim nothing to have his rights there under 
determined, the promptitude with which 
this 
is done and 
the 


bringing 
of the persons at issue together to tell each his version. 


We believe though its superior feature of nil is that, the judge must 
serve without compensation whatsoever. Xatllrally there. is no at- 
traction iu it to the greedy or covetous 
and littlo.
